TURNED FORTHWITH TO AID THE JAPANESE INVESTIGATION. 
IN ORDER TO BREAK THE IMPASSE-, TOKYO NOW PLANS TO 
REQUEST THAT SEOUL ACKNOWLEDGE THE COMPLICITY OF ROK 
OFFICIALS IN THE ABDUCTION-, APOLOGIZE-, AND PUNISH 
THE CULPRITS. THE JAPANESE HOPE KIM^S RELEASE COULD

THE KIM AFFAIR IS OF INCREASING CONCERN TO THE 
JAPANESE GOVERNMENT. THE DIET-, WHICH ENDS ON SB 
SEPTEMBER, HAS NOT ENACTED ANY OF THE RULING CON- 
SERVATIVES ■* ^MUST^ LEGISLATION BECAUSE THE OPPOSI- 
TION HAS BEEN EXPLOITING THE KIDNAPING. PRIME MIN-

THUS FAR-, SEOUL HAS BEEN UNWILLING TO COOPERATE
